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SUBJECT: HUMAN RIGHTS: VIEWS OP OAS SECRETARY GENERAL AND CHILEAN 
AMBASSADOR 

1 . AT RECEPTION MARCH 27 IN BRAZILIAN AMBASSADOR'S 
RESIDENCE (HE IS DEAN OP LATINOS IN CAIRO), OAS SECRETARY 
GENERAL ORPILA AND LATER CHILEAN AMBASSADOR NUNO DISCUSSED WITH 
DCM IN CRITICAL TERMS CARTER ADMINISTRATION’S HUMAN RIGHTS 
POLICIES. 

2. ORFILA SAID HIS TALKS WITH OTHER LATIN AMERICANS 
SHOWED A SENSE OF OUTRAGE AT WHAT APPEARED TO BE 
CARTER ADMINISTRATION ATTEMPT TO LECTURE TO OAS 
COUNTRIES ON THEIR TREATMENT OF CIVIL LIBERTIES. HE 
RUEFULLY SAID THAT AS A SUPPORTER OP US POLICIES AND 
EPPORTS TO STRENGTHEN TIES WITH LATIN AMERICA, HE HAD 
BEEN DISMAYED AT REACTION OP OAS AMBASSADORS AND SENIOR 
ARGENTINE OPFICIALS TO CARTER ADMINISTRATION 
PRONOUNCEMENTS IN HUMAN RIGHTS PIPED. HE SAID HE WAS 
APRAID THAT RESULT OP WHAT WE WERE SAYING WAS SOMETHING 
CLOSE TO UNIPICATION OP LATIN AMERICANS AGAINST US AND DEEP 
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RESENTMENT AT WHAT WAS REGARDED AS INTERPERENCE IN THEIR 
DOMESTIC OR PURELY LATIN AMERICAN APPAIRS. HE 
STATED PLATLY THAT AS A MINIMUM WE HAD ENSURED THE 
UNITY OP BRAZIL, ARGENTINA, CHILE AND URUGUAY AGAINST 
US LACK OP COMPREHENSION. ORPILA PREDICTED UNHAPPY 
RESULTS POR US IN ITS ARA POLICY AS RESULT. ORPILA 
CONTINUED THAT HE HAD BEEN BACK TO BUENOS AIRES RECENTLY 
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AND THAT HE HAD NOT BEFORE ENCOUNTERED SUCH 
VEHEMENT UNHAPPINESS OVER US POLICIES. HE CLAIMED THAT 
AS EXPERIENCED OBSERVER OF US SCENE THROUGH MANY 
CAMPAIGNS, HE HAD BEEN ABLE TO GIVE SOME REASSURANCE 
TO ARGENTINE LEADERS THAT NEW ADMINISTRATION WAS 
SINCERE IN ATTEMPTS TO FOSTER GOOD RELATIONS WITH LA'S, 

AND THAT ITS DETERMINATION TO PURSUE HUMAN RIGHTS ISSUES 
WAS SINCERE AND DEEPLY ROOTED IN PRESIDENT CARTER'S OWN 
BELIEFS. NEVERTHELESS HE FORESAW A PERIOD OF 
CONSIDERABLE TURBULENCE IN US-LA RELATIONSHIPS. 

2. IMMEDIATELY AFTER ABOVE CONVERSATION, CHILEAN AMBASSADOR 
NUNO DREW DCM ASIDE FOR ANIMATED CONVERSATION LARGELY 
REPETITIVE OF ABOVE BUT MORE EMOTIONAL IN CONTENT. 

NUNO WAS AIR FORCE GENERAL AND SERVED, HE CLAIMS, 
UNWILLINGLY UNDER ALLENDE REGIME; WAS SUBSEQUENTLY 
POSTED TO WHAT TURNED OUT TO BE TRAUMATIC TOUR AS 
AMBASSADOR IN BELGIUM; AND CAME HERE LATE LAST YEAR. 

DCM AND WIFE, WHO SPEAK SPANISH, HAVE BECOME GOOD FRIENDS 
OF NUNOS, AND HAVE HAD SIMILAR BUT NEVER SO EMOTIONAL 
CONVERSATIONS WITH CHILEAN AMBASSADOR AND HIS WIFE 
NUNO ASKED WHY USG HAD SIGNLED OUT FOUR FRIENDLY LATIN 
AMERICAN COUNTRIES FOR CRITICISM OVER HUMAN RIGHTS; 

HE COULD ASSURE DCM THOSE FOUR WERE NOW UNITED IF IN 

NOTHING ELSE EXASPOERATION AT US POSTURE. HE WOULD 

GLADLY PUT PRESENT CIVIL RIGHTS SITUATION IN CHILE 

UP AGAINST THAT IN EGYPT; HOW COULD WE BE SO UNBALANCED 

IN OUR APPROACH AS TO IGNORE EVENTS IN CAMBODIA AND 

CALL FOR EVENTUAL RENEWAL OF RELATIONS WITH COUNTRIES SUCH 
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AS CUBA, ANGOLA, CAMBODIA, AND OTHERS WHERE RIGHTS WERE 
FLAGRANTLY VIOLATED? AS WE WERE SURELY AWARE FIDEL 
WAS TRAVELING AROUND AFRICA STIRRING UP NEW TROUBLES 
FOR THE FREE WORLD AND YET WE WERE TALKING ABOUT 
RENEWING RELATIONS. 

3. IN FINAL RATHER BITTER COMMENT, AMBASSADOR NUNO 
SAID FONMIN FAHMY HAD RECENTLY TOLD HIM FRANKLY EGYPT 
WOULD HAVE TO VOTE AGAINST CHILE IN ALL INTERNATIONAL 
FORA BECAUSE OF NEED TO CURRY FAVOR WITH THIRD WORLD. 

NUNO SAID THIS POSITION OF EGYPT WAS INCOMPREHENSIBLE, 

GIVEN EGYPT'S CONCERN OVER CUBA'S INTERFERENCE 

IN AFRICAN AFFAIRS AND CHILE'S STAUNCH ANTI- 
COMMUNIST AND ANTI-CASTRO POSITION. AMBASSADOR 
NUNO SAID AS FRIEND OF US HE COULD NOT UNDERSTAND 
WHAT WE WERE TRYING TO ACCOMPLISH AND ASKED FOR BETTER 
UNDERSTANDING OF WHO OUR FIENDS IN LA AND FREE WORLD REALLY 
WERE. IN PARTING SHOT HE ASSERTED WE HAD SAID THAT IF 
COUNTRIES RECEIVING AID WERE STRATEGICALLY IMPORTANT 
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TO us, WE WOULD IGNORE VIOLATIONS OF HUMAN RIGHTS IN 
ORDER TO MAINTAIN SUPPORT OF ESSENTIAL NATIONS. HE 
FORCEFULLY ASKED WHETHER WE WERE REALLY CONFIDENT THAT 
SOUTH AMERICAN COUNTRIES WERE NOT STRATEGIC AREA FOR 
US NATIONAL INTERESTS. 

COMMENT: THESE TWO CONVERSATIONS IN VOLUBLE SPANISH WERE 
CONDUCTED IN INTENSE BUT SORROWFUL FASHION, AS IF THESE 
EXPERIENCED INTERLOCUTORS WERE CONVINCED THAT 
US WAS SINCERE BUT MISGUIDED. BOTH 

ORFILA AND NUNO HOWEVER EVIDENCED GREAT DISCOMFORT OVER 
WHAT THEY REGARDED AS DISCRIMINATORY APPLICATION OF 
OUR NEW HUMAN RIGHTS ADVOCACY. THE STRONGEST IMPRESSION 
THEY LEFT WAS ONE OF BAFFLEMENT AT WHAT WE WERE 
TRYING TO DO, CONSTERNATION AT OUR METHODS, BUT HOPE 
THAT SOMEHOW WE WOULD IN THE END UNDERSTAND REALITIES OF 
SITUATION IN LA AND REST OF WORLD. NOT REPORTED ABOVE WERE 
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DCM'S COUNTER-ARGUMENTS IN SUPPORT OF OUR POLICY IN WHICH HE 
DREW UPON RECENT INSTRUCTIONS AND WIRELESS FILE MATERIAL, 
INCLUDING PRINCIPLES OF UN CHARTER AND DECLARATION OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS. ORFILA AND NUNO LISTED POLITELY BUT SEEMD UNCONVINCED 
MATTHEWS
